UKIP man resigns over 
racist 1 joke’ complaint

A TOWN councillor who 
made a “light-hearted” rac¬ 
ist remark has resigned 
after colleagues reported 
him for breaching the code 
of conduct. 

Bryan Hawes stepped 
down from representing 
Haverhill North because of 
complaints over a comment 
he made while handing out 
leaflets in the town. 

The UKIP councillor was 
outside Tesco, in Cangle 
Road, in July promoting the 
town’s Summer Bash. 

He was accompanied by 
other town councillors, 
including Deputy Mayor Cllr 
Maureen Byrne, Town Clerk 
Will Austin and Cllr Gary 
Stroud. 

Mr Hawes said: “The public 
doing their weekly shopping 
weren’t that interested in 
speaking to councillors. 

“A young black bloke came 
out of Tesco and Stroudy 
(Cllr Stroud) went to give 
him a leaflet and I said 'don’t 
give them to black people, 
we don’t want them on our 
rec’.” 

Shortly afterwards, Mr 
Hawes was told his comment

had upset a fellow council¬ 
lor. He said: “I went and said 
‘I’m sorry that I offended 
you. I’m sorry you took it that 
way, and I apologise’. 

“I thought they had accept¬ 
ed my apology.” 

The councillor says he was 
trying to “lighten the mood” 
after feeling “a bit tired, a bit 
hot and a bit fretful” after 
hours of handing out leaf¬ 
lets. 

He said his comment was 
supposed to “be ironic” and 
taken as a joke - and he 
thought it had been. 

Cllr Gary Stroud said he 
watched foreign residents 


walk by Mr Hawes, who 
made no moves to give leaf¬ 
lets to any of them. 

He said: “I approached an 
Afro Caribbean man to give 
him a leaflet and Cllr Bryan 
Hawes laughingly com¬ 
mented ‘we don’t give leaf¬ 
lets to black people’, adding 
‘we are selective about who 
we give our leaflets to’. 

“I was shocked and offend¬ 
ed by his remark and I said to 
him that I give my leaflets to 
anyone. I do not prejudice 
against anyone and we live 
in a multi-cultural society.” 

After passing on what Mr 
Hawes had said to Cllr Byrne 


and Cllr Pat Hanlon, Cllr 
Stroud and the others lodged 
a complaint. 

Cllr Stroud said: “We both 
accepted the personal apol¬ 
ogy although inside I still felt 
angry and insulted.” 

Cllr Byrne, who has black 
brothers and sisters, said she 
told Mr Hawes she was 
“incensed that he judged 
people by the colour of their 
skin”. 

When Mr Hawes received 
notice of the complaint from 
the borough council, he 
decided to resign. 

Mr Hawes, who was a foot¬ 
ball referee for 20 years, says 


he is not, in any way, racist. 

Mr Hawes said: “If you 
didn’t have black people in 
football or cricket teams we 
wouldn’t have any teams. 

“How can I support these 
teams if I’m racist? When I 
worked on trains I hired 
black, white and brown peo¬ 
ple. 

“I was a Conservative for 25 
years and no-one thought I 
was racist then.” 

Mr Hawes says he believes 
the complaint was made as a 
way of “discrediting UKIP” 
and that the Labour party 
was “out to get him”. 

He said: “What goes on in 
the council should stay in 
the council. I think I am an 
honourable man and I have 
always lived my life that way. 

“If they had really accepted 
my apology, the matter 
should have been closed.” 

UKIP councillor Tony 
Brown, who holds the 
Suffolk County Council seat 
for Haverhill East and 
Kedington, said UKIP did 
not “condone or accept rac¬ 
ism in any form”. 

“We have many black and 
Asian members in our 
party,” he said. 

“We are the only party that 
bans former BNP and EDL 


members from joining us.” 

Town Mayor Cllr Roger 
Andre said he did not think 
UKIP had a place in local 
government. 

He said: “My view is that 
the issues upon which UKIP 
has policies are European 
and national issues.” 

But he said that despite 
their political differences, 
the councillors had worked 
side by side for the good of 
the town. 

Cllr Byrne agreed, and 
said: “I have no problem 
with Cllr Brown and Cllr 
Julian Flood [another UKIP 
county councillor] as they 
have been democratically 
elected, but I am totally 
opposed to the policies of 
the party.”

Four weeks to fix 
pensioners’ phone

PENSIONERS living in Chalkstone Way 
have at last had their telephone recon¬ 
nected - four weeks after it first went 
down. 

Ron and Ida Nunn’s telephone went off 
on August 17 and the couple, who are 
both in their 80s, had heard no news of 
when it would be fixed before the Weekly 
News intervened this week. 

The couple were running up expensive 
bills using a mobile phone to keep in 
touch with their family. 

But after the Weekly News contacted BT 
this week, the line was repaired and it 
was back in service yesterday. 

The couple pay quarterly through the 
Post Office for their BT Open Reach plan. 

Ron, 86, said he and his wife Ida, 82, 
had been using a mobile phone to stay in 
touch with their family. 

They had spent £25 on calls, despite 
having already paid the £9 monthly fee 
for their house phone. 

Ron said: “Nobody told us anything. 
The last we heard was that it was sup¬ 
posed to be fixed last Tuesday and they 
were bringing a special machine to dig 
out the wires.” 

The 86-year-old said that a man from 
BT came to their door when the phone 
went off and told the couple that there 
was a break in the line. 

In order to fix it they would have to dig 
up the road. 

Ron and his wife had made numerous 
calls to BT but were unable to get 
through to anyone. 

They were forced to hang up due to the 
cost of being on hold for so long. 

He said: “I think it’s dreadful that we 
are held on for ten minutes or more. 

“Their call centre is rubbish. I can’t 
hang on any longer especially when it 
costs over 20p a minute. I am a pension¬ 
er, not a millionaire.” 

Ron and Ida’s daughters iulie, of 
Saffron Walden, and Linda, of Haverhill, 
were fighting to get the bottom of the 
problem too. 

Julie said: “My dad does have a mobile 
but he’s not very good with it, and my 
mum can never hear anything. 

“I tried several times but the Post 
Office couldn’t do much except wait for 
BT to sort it out.” 

The couple were promised a credit note 
when their service was switched back 
on, but they say a payment will not make 
up for the weeks of worry they have 


faced. 

Barbara Williamson, 86, also lives on 
Chalkstone Way and her landline has 
been off since at least August 23. 

The 86-year-old said this was the first 
time she went to use the phone, so it may 
been have been off before that. 

Her family live in Plymouth, and she 
has so far spent £60 on mobile phone 
calls. 

She said: “When they dug the road up, I 
thought it was going to help but there are 
still a lot of us having problems.” 

Neighbour Betty Smith has described 
herself as one of the lucky ones whose 
phone was switched back on earlier. 

The 80-year-old, also of Chalkstone 
Way, had her landline back after two 
weeks of no service. 

Mrs Smith had just come out of hospi¬ 
tal to discover that the phone line was 
off, and her family were worried about 
her welfare. 


She said: “The phone was ringing on 
their end, but not picking up at my end. 
BT told me not to worry and that I would 
be credited for the time it was off, but 
that’s not good enough.” 

A BT spokesman said that the company 
were alerted to the fault on August 20 
and that the work needed for repair was 
complex and time-consuming. 

They said: “The loss of service was 
diagnosed the next day as a faulty under¬ 
ground cable. We apologise to those 
people who have been affected and for 
the inconvenience caused.”

After months of fighting the 
problems themselves, chairman 
Micka Guerit was thrilled when 
Haverhill’s Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) vowed this week to 
support Clayhive Drive, Clements 
Drive and Bedford Court in the 
fight against anti-social behav¬ 
iour and robbery. 

She said: “After all the time and 
energy we have spent organising 
this residents association and 
fighting against ASB to make this 
area safer we are of course very 
happy to get the support of the 
SNT for the next few months.

“We hope that this will give us 
enough time to sort out the prob¬ 
lems we have been experiencing 
for so long. “ 

Residents in Clements Close 
had been dealing with fighting in 
the street, drug dealing and 
being intimidated by trouble¬ 
makers for eight months before 
forming the group to take action 
against offenders in April. 

After their work in addressing 
issues in their own neighbour¬ 
hood, other streets expressed an 
interest in joining. 

Now, there are seven streets in 
the group. 

Micka said that though these 
problems should have been 
addressed sooner, she is excited 
to see the outcome of the part¬ 
nership between them and the 
police. 

She said: “Anti-social behaviour 
not only causes damages to prop¬ 


erties but it can also have a severe 
psychological and emotional 
impact on the victims and there¬ 
fore it should be considered 
important and urgent.” 

At Monday’s SNT meeting, the 
public voted pavement parking 
and issues with joy riders and boy 
racers as top of their list. 

Micka said: “Parking problems 
have been going on for years in 
Haverhill and they are never 
solved. With SNT people don’t 
understand that they have the 
chance to make the police do 
something worthwhile, and they 
give them a job like this. 

“We have been struggling to put 
ourselves on the list because peo¬ 
ple keep waiting for the parking 
issue.”

School, in Haverhill, will be getting their 
hands dirty and their fingers green as 
they get down to planting fruit trees and 
vegetable seeds given to them by seed 
firm Mr Fothergill’s. 

Pupils returned to school this month 
and learned their crops had been tar¬ 
geted by vandals who tore through the 
school, ripping up apple trees and 
benches from the ground during the 
summer break. 

Burton End’s caretaker discovered the 
wreckage on the morning of July 28 and 
it is believed that the incident happened 
the night before. 

After reading of the vandalism in the 
Haverhill Weekly News, Mr Fothergill’s 
decided they wanted to do their bit to 
help put it right. 

John Fothergill, joint managing direc¬ 
tor, said that there was no better way for

children to appreciate the production of 
food than by growing their own. 

The company wanted to help the 
schoolchildren to get started again with 
their growing, and make the process a 
bit easier if they could. 

David Turner, brand manager for the 
company, took a trip to Burton End on 
Tuesday to present the children with 
their new crops. 

He said: “Hopefully they will get back 
to where they were before and be up and 
running again soon. 

“It was sad to know that someone 
would go and do something like that. 

“We try and encourage young people to 
understand where fruit and vegetables 
come from and the kids were starting to 
get involved and it must have been gut¬ 
ting for them to come and find what’s 
happened to a big chunk of their life.” 

The children were presented with a 
range of seeds including peas, beans, 


strawberries and tomatoes, but Mr 
Turner has said the school can order 
whatever they like to replace the ruined 
crops. 

PC Will Wright, of Haverhill police, 
praised Mr Fothergill’s for their generos¬ 
ity and said it was good to “feel a bit of 
humanity” and see that “people do actu¬ 
ally care”. 

Head teacher at Burton End, Fay 
Trussler, was overwhelmed by the com¬ 
pany’s kindness in helping her school to 
bloom again. 

She said: “The children will really 
appreciate and enjoy planting the seeds 
- they are very enthusiastic.” 

The work will be supervised by teach¬ 
ers Jade Gant and Sarah Snowdon, who 
run the school’s gardening club. 

They hope to transform a piece of the 
school’s wild land into a new garden for 
the children to enjoy.

He said: “They are amaz¬ 
ing people who do work 
that we don’t get to know 
about.”

HAVERHILL’S deputy town mayor 
has apologised to residents over 
Vision 2031. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne told a full 
council meeting on September 3 
that the Haverhill Area Working 
Party (HAWP) had failed to do 
their job when assessing the plans 
for the town over the next two dec¬ 
ades. 

While Haverhill Town Council 
raised a list of objections to the 
proposal, from St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, HAWP approved 
the final version of the document 
without too many questions. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Byrne said: “I didn’t think that 
HAWP had done the job that resi¬ 
dents deserved.”

The deputy mayor included her¬ 
self as someone who had failed 
Haverhill residents during their 
opportunity to assess what the 
town needs in the future. 

The town council described 
Vision 2031 as “not positively pre¬ 
pared, not justified, not effective 
and not compliant”, raising issues 
with objectives for the town cen¬ 
tre, transport, roads and health. 

They said that Haverhill needs to 
be made sustainable for the future, 
and the plans should not just be 
about providing housing for the 
growing population - which is 
expected to rise 37,000 residents 
over the next 20 years. 


Cllr Byrne said that HAWP failed 
to recognise some of the issues in 
the document before they gave 
their approval to it. 

She said: “I don’t think HAWP did 
what they set out to do.” 

After learning of the town coun¬ 
cil’s observations, which were cir¬ 
culated to all HAWP members, 
they were told it was too late to 
change their mind. 

Cllr Byrne also said that the 
amount of documentation that 
needed to be referred to was over¬ 
whelming. 

She said: “We wanted HAWP to 
support the town council, but 
HAWP had already had their own 
opportunity.” 

Vision 2031 proposals for

Snap inspections 
as standards fall 


AN EDUCATION watchdog has 
launched a series of co-ordinat¬ 
ed inspections this week to look 
into the “disproportionate” 
number of under-performing 
schools in Suffolk. 

Ofsted’s latest data from 30 
June 2013, found that over 15,000 
children in the county are 
attending a primary school that 
was judged to be less than ‘good’ 
at its last inspection. 

There are 76 primary schools in 
the local authority area that are 
not providing the expected level 
of education for their children. 

Sean Harford, Ofsted’s regional 
director for the East of England, 
said: “All parents should have 
the same opportunity to send 
their children to a good or better 
school but in Suffolk the chance 
of being able to do so is much 
lower than in other parts of the 
country.” 

In Suffolk, 30 per cent of pri¬ 
mary schools are not yet good, 
compared with 28 per cent in the 
East of England and 21 per cent 
nationally. 

Over 30 focused school inspec-

tions will be taking place in the 
authority as a result of Ofsted’s 
findings that the proportion of 
children attending a good or bet¬ 
ter school is currently well below 
the national average. 

At the same time Ofsted will 
conduct a telephone survey of a 
number of schools in Suffolk, 
which are not being inspected. 

Mr Harford said: “Children 
only get one chance of an educa¬ 
tion. I want to tackle the varia¬ 
tions highlighted in our Annual 
Report, and more recently in 
HMCI’s Unseen Children report, 
to drive improvement in all 
schools in this region. 

“That is why today and over the 
next week, my inspectors will be 
visiting a number of schools in 
Suffolk to find out whether per¬ 
formance is improving. We will 
be paying particular attention to 
the effectiveness and impact of 
the support these schools are 
receiving from the local authori¬ 
ty.” 


These inspections, which were 
scheduled to take place this aca¬ 
demic year but are being brought 
forward, will include all types of 
schools - although the majority 
will be primary schools. 

It is hoped the inspections and 
telephone surveys will give a 
snapshot of how well these par¬ 
ticular schools are doing in 
Suffolk but also a strong indica¬ 
tion of support given to the 
schools by the local authority. 

The findings and any recom¬ 
mendations will be shared with 
the local authority as well as 
schools, parents and the wider 
public. 

If there is evidence that the 
local authority is not fulfilling its 
statutory duty to promote high 
standards and fair access to edu¬ 
cational opportunity, Ofsted 
may consider carrying out an 
inspection of the authority’s 
school improvement function 
under the new framework.

She was one of the faces of this year’s Special Olympics GB National 
Games, and, at just 22, has already won a hatful of medals. Here, Lydia 
Fallon hears how inspiring star of the track Charlotte Cox overcame her 
disability to forge a glistening athletics career. 


W ITH a sparkle in her eye, 

and a content smile on her 
face, Charlotte Cox is sitting 
thoroughly engrossed in front of the TV, 
as she watches her heroes compete at 
the Athletics World Championships in 
Moscow. But whereas most of us look 
on wistfully as the world’s sporting 
gladiators perform awe-inspiring feats 
we could only dream of, 22-year-old 
Charlotte has quite a lot in common 
with the Bolts, Ennis-Hills and Farahs of 
the world. 

The athlete, who is from Toft, is 
actually rather extraordinary Born 
with Down’s Syndrome, Charlotte 
has overcome her disability to win 
numerous national and international 
medals, so many in fact, the family 
have lost count. “We stopped counting 
after a while,” Charlotte’s mum Sonia, 

51, laughs, as she shows me the huge 
collection. “We don’t have a clue how 
many there are any more!” 

Sonia isn’t exaggerating. Charlotte’s 
bedroom glistens with gold, silver and 
bronze, and there’s barely an inch of 
wall which isn’t covered with reminders 
of her vast sporting accomplishments, 
the latest being four gold medals at the 
International Association for Athletes 
with Down’s Syndrome European 
Championships back in June. 

Charlotte was victorious in the 100m, 
200m, 400m and long jump, retaining 


her title as world record holder in all 
four events. 

How did it feel seeing their record- 
breaking daughter up on that podium? 
“We felt incredibly proud,” Charlotte’s 
dad David Cox, 55, says. “It was the first 
time I’d seen her competing in a while, 
and we found it very moving when she 
was on the podium and the national 
anthem started to play - it was a very 
special moment.” 

“You know the national anthem off by 
heart now don’t you Charlotte... even 
the second verse!” Sonia adds with a 
grin. 

Charlotte lives and breathes athletics; 
she trains three times a week with the 
Cambridge and Coleridge Athletics 
Club, and has one session a week with 
Core Cambridge. Even on those cold, 
winter nights when most of us are 
huddled under blankets in front of the 
TV, you’ll still find Charlotte out on the 
track, always striving to improve. 

“Training can be tough and tiring but 
I love competing, that’s what I run for,” 
says Charlotte, whose quiet and modest 
demeanour belies the strength and 
determination underneath. “Running 
gives me new challenges, I get to meet 
new friends, and I feel very proud to 
represent my country in my sport.” 

Sonia adds with a smile: “When 
the gun goes, Charlotte doesn’t take 
any prisoners. She’s always been very

determined; she doesn’t let anything 
hold her back, and just goes for it.” 

Charlotte first caught the sporting 
bug when she was 13, and would go 
and watch her brother, Will, 17, and 
sister, Harriet, 21, compete in athletics 
matches. Never one to stay stuck on the 
side-lines, she soon asked Sonia if she 
could give it a go too. 

“Charlotte likes to be treated like any 
other ordinary person, and watching her 
brother and sister take part in athletics 
made her want to have the same 
opportunity too,” Sonia explains. 

“We approached Cambridge and 
Coleridge Athletics Club and they were 
very helpful and willing to let Charlotte 
join in and train, and then take part in 
competitions.” 

It soon became clear athletics wasn’t 
just a hobby for Charlotte: she was a star 
in the making. 

“There was a coach at the club called 
Femi Akinsanga, who was also a sports 
development coach at Comberton 
Village College where Charlotte went 
to school,” Sonia says. “He suggested 
she take part in some of the disability 
competitions, and we haven’t looked 
back since really.” 

Charlotte’s first serious challenge 
came in 2010 when she competed in 
the Disability Sport England National 
Championships; it was, Sonia says, an 
“amazing experience”. 

“We didn’t have any real expectations; 
we had never been to a national 
competition before, so didn’t have any 
feel for how she would compete, and 
obviously she came back with a hatful of 
medals which was very nice!” says David, 
with a smile. 

Beginning to realise her potential, 
Charlotte soon stepped up her training, 
and it wasn’t long before she was 
competing in huge stadiums all over the 
world. 

“The whole family went out to Athens 
to see Charlotte in the Special Olympics 
World Summer Games a couple of years 
ago. It was in the Olympic stadium, and 
really great to be on that world stage,” 
says Sonia. 

Is it nerve-wracking watching 
Charlotte compete? “Yes, because it’s 
over so quickly, but we know the amount 
of training and effort that has gone into 
that 15 or 30 seconds,” Sonia says. 

“There’s the cold winter nights where 
we all come in after work, quickly have 
dinner, and then we’re all straight down 
the track - then all you see is that race.” 

Charlotte’s amazing achievements 
are beginning to be recognised in the 
wider world too. She was chosen out of 
thousands of athletes to star in a video 
diary during the Special Olympics World 
Summer Games in 2011, has met Prime 
Minister David Cameron, and, perhaps 
most exciting of all, was lucky enough to 
carry the Olympic Torch last summer. 

“The Special Olympics had nominated 
a few athletes, who had been out to the 
Athens games, and a small group were 
chosen to carry the torch over in Wales 
- it was a wonderful experience,” says 
David. 


“I felt very lucky and honoured to 
carry the torch, and play a small part in 
the Olympics,” Charlotte smiles. 

Charlotte was also chosen as one of 
the faces of this year’s Special Olympics 
GB National Games and her face 
appeared on billboards up and down the 
country - Sonia excitedly shows me one 
that was in Trumpington. It seems GB 
poster girl Jessica Ennis-Hill may have 
some competition. 

How does it feel knowing they have 
a famous daughter? “It’s great,” Sonia 
laughs. “The Special Olympics have 
given us some wonderful opportunities, 
they manifest themselves as sporting 
opportunities, but then they have 
brought so many other things along as 
well. 

“It really gives Charlotte her 
independence; she goes off with the 
team herself and gets to do all the 
promotion work too.” 

Charlotte’s ultimate dream would be 
to compete in the Paralympics, but, at 
the moment, learning disabilities are not 
represented as widely as they could be, a 
bone of contention with the family. 

“The Olympics in London were called 
the inclusive Games - they carried that 
banner - but I suppose we felt it wasn’t 
quite as inclusive as it could have been,” 
David says. 

“The disappointment is that if you 
look at the other disabilities, there is 
such a wide range of classifications, 
but for people with learning disabilities 
there is only one classification, which 
for Charlotte puts her at a disadvantage, 
because a person with Down’s Syndrome 
has physiological differences too. 

“It’s a very subjective area in some 
ways as it is based on IQ, but Down’s 
Syndrome is such an obvious learning 
disability, and it would be nice if that 
class of athletes was recognised.” 

Although the couple do admit huge 
strides have been, and continue to be, 
made. 

“Looking back to when Charlotte 
was first born, we were told by the 
paediatrician, I think the exact words 
were something like: ‘You’ll be lucky if 
you can potty train her’ but thankfully 
things have moved on significantly since 
then,” David says. 

“Charlotte went through mainstream 
school, now has a job, and we have 
always tended to treat her like any of our 
other children.” 

Sonia adds: “You don’t want to 
pigeonhole anyone by saying they’ve got 
this condition so therefore this box will 
deal with them. It should always come 
from the individual.” 

Naturally they are both beyond proud 
of their running superstar. “We are very 
proud of you Charlotte,” Sonia says, 
turning to her daughter. 

“She always aims to be the best she 
can be, goes out to run her own race, and 
tries to achieve a personal best. 

“I also feel that doing well in sport has 
given Charlotte the confidence to get a 
job, become more in control of her own 
life, and make her own choices.”

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CRACKDOWN: Fly-tipping will be the subject of a new police campaign 


Campaign 
to target 
fly-tipping 


DUMPED rubbish which 
is costing the county 
more than £250,000 a 
year will be the subject of 
a police crackdown. 

People found to be 
transporting rubbish ille¬ 
gally may be issued with 
fixed penalty fines of 
£300. 

As part of a county-wide 
‘Tip Off stop and search 
scheme, Suffolk Waste 
Partnership (SWP) has 
secured £25,800 of fund¬ 
ing from Defra to tackle 
the problem. 

Officers from district 
and borough councils 
will be patrolling the 
roads of Suffolk alongside 
police officers to carry 
out checks of commercial 
vehicles and inspect 
waste carrier licences and 
waste transfer documen¬ 
tation. 

Cllr Andrew Nunn, 
Chairman of the SWP, 
said: “Fly-tipping is a seri¬ 
ous source of pollution 
and poses a threat to pub¬ 
lic health and our local 
environment. 

“This campaign will

help us to inform people 
about their duty of care to 
prevent waste ending up 
in the wrong place.” 

Waste transported by 
rogue carriers often ends 
up fly-tipped in an 
attempt to avoid proper 
disposal charges. 

This activity not only 
harms the environment, 
but also presents unfair 
competition to compa¬ 
nies who deal with waste 
in accordance with the 
law. 

Cllr Nunn said: “Fly¬ 
tipping cost taxpayers in 
Suffolk £265,000 last year 
- by preventing fly-tip¬ 
ping in the first place, 
these costs can be kept to 
a minimum. 

“We welcome the oppor¬ 
tunity to help reduce the 
number of fly-tipping 
incidents in Suffolk and 
work in partnership with 
all those affected by this 
criminal behaviour.” 

Councils have been 
working closely with 


landowners and enforce¬ 
ment agencies since April 
to tackle the problem. 

From April 2011 to 
March 2012 the SWP 
cleared up nearly 3,000 
separate fly-tipping inci¬ 
dents. 

Landowners have to 
arrange to clear waste 
dumped on their land 
themselves, at additional 
cost. 

The ‘Tip Off campaign 
will run until March next 
year and aims to revolu¬ 
tionise prevention, 
reporting, investigation 
and clearing of fly-tipped 
waste while reducing 
associated costs. 

The SWP plans to 
increase the number of 
convictions for fly-tip¬ 
ping and to name and 
shame those convicted. 

They will liaise with 
landowners to help them 
reduce the incidents of 
fly-tipping on their land 
and explore options 
which help landowners 
deal with waste on pri¬ 
vate land and at the low¬ 
est possible cost. 


Say ‘I do’ at Arts 
Centre ceremony 

A NEW wedding venue could come to 
town after Haverhill Town Council 
decided to explore the possibility of 
getting a marriage licence. 

After holding a successful wedding 
reception at the Arts Centre and planning 
for a second one, Cllr Maureen Byrne 
suggested to full council that they try and 
offer ceremonies and evening receptions 
under one roof. 

The town council looked into this 
around four or five years ago, says Cllr 
Byrne. 

She said: “We should look at the 
possibility of getting a licence to allow 
people to get married here, as well as 
holding their wedding reception.” 

The proposal is being looked into. 


Fair plans for 
county’s waste 

SUFFOLK’S councils are joining 
forces as part of a waste agreement. 

Suffolk Waste Partnership (SWP) is 
working on developing a partnership 
between the county’s seven district 
and borough councils, which will 
improve how they work together. 

The Inter Authority Agreement (IAA) 
will fairly manage the cost of future 
waste service improvements as well 
as helping to develop major projects 
across Suffolk. 

First, the agreement has to be 
approved by committees on each of 
the local authorities involved. 

If agreed, it will become the basis for 
waste services in all of the district 
and borough councils - and distribute 
them fairly.

BUT PLAN FOR THE 
WORST 


Who will manage my 
money if I can’t? 

Most people know that if 
they care about what happens 
to their money, property or 
belongings when they die 
then they need to make a 
Will. But what about what 
happens when you are still 
alive but can’t manage 
those things yourself?

Countertenor Andreas Scholl's voice 
has an ethereal quality which has won 


him accolades from around the world,

On Monday, November 18 he sings 
Purcell and Britten at King's College

Hot Currie 


THOUGH the landscape of what we used to 
call the music industry has changed beyond 
recognition over the past decade, it’s good 
to know that at least one hoary old rock 
tradition - the tried-and-tested notion of 
getting it together in the country - is alive 
and well. 

In Justin Currie's case, it was technically 
an island: in 2012, the sometime Del 
Amitri frontman excused himself from the 
many distractions of his native Glasgow 
and decamped to the Hebridean isle 
of Skye to work on the songs for what 
would become his third solo album, Lower 
Reaches. 

"I just rented the first decent-looking 
cottage I saw that didn't have 
hideous MFI furniture 
it," says the amiable 
48-year-old, 
speaking to The 
Guide in advance 
of his sold-out 
solo show at 
The Junction in 
Cambridgeon 
Sunday. "And it was 
remarkably productive 
-just because I hadn't 
written anything for so 
long, I was just desperate 
to write anything, so I got 
straight in the zone. And it 
was very beautiful up there - 
The Cuillins were looming 
over the house in a very 
threatening, Gothic 


As he prepares to visit Cambridge for a 
sold-out solo show, followed by Del 
Amitri’s first live dates in over a decade, 
the generously whiskered singer- 
songwriter tells PAUL KIRKLEY why 
he’s refusing to grow old gracefully 

manner. Everything about it was just 
perfect." 

With no internet or mobile phone 
connection, Currie knocked out 15 new 
songs (half the tally he would eventually 
take to Texas for recording sessions with 
And You Will Know Us By The Trail Of 
Dead producer Mike McCarthy) in less 
than a fortnight - a personal best he says 
could only have been achieved through 
total solitary confinement. 

"I hadn't been writing prolifically for a 
year before that because my girlfriend 
had moved into my house, which is 
a situation I've avoided my entire 
* life," he admits. "I kind of need 
my house to be empty for at least a 
couple of weeks to write anything, 
because I get very easily distracted. 
So I realised that, in order to still 
have a relationship and a career, I 
was going to have to rent 
somewhere." 
Currie 
is now 
into his 
fourth 


decade of refusing to grow up: it's 30 
years since Del Amitri (originally Del Amitri 
Riazlo - the name was chosen specifically 
for its meaninglessness) first made their 
mark on Glasgow's fertile post-punk scene, 
peddling a brand of spiky, angular jangle- 
pop that saw them being championed by 
John Peel and picked up as a support slot 
to The Smiths. 

After one brilliant but largely ignored 
album, the band disappeared to America, 
and returned pretty much unrecognisable. 

This proved to be the making of them, 
with 1989's Waking Hours, and its 
signature anthem Nothing Ever Happens, 
launching the band to a new level of 
success, which they parlayed into a further 
three top 10 albums - plus a surprise US hit 
with 1995's Roll To Me. 

"Roll To Me bought us two houses," he 
says. "It would have bought us a small 
housing estate over the 20 years that it's 
been on the radio. That's the odd thing 
about a band like us, in that we never 
sold millions of records, but we had these 
big radio hits that are still on the radio in 
America, and to a certain extent in the UK, 
which accrue royalties."

TO truly excel in a chosen field, 
you need to be challenged, 
pushed to the limit of human 
endurance to find previously 
untapped reserves of strength 
and courage.

Green green 
grass of home 


AFTER a summer of being dried out by heat and 
trampled on by outdoor activities, your lawn may 
be looking a bit tired. If you want to restore any 
bare patches, or are even thinking of sowing a 
completely new lawn, early autumn is a good time 
to do it. 

But how do you choose the 
type of seed for the job from 
the array of different grass 
seeds on the market? 

Help is at hand from Which? 

Gardening, the Consumers' 

Association magazine, which 
has just revealed the results of 
its test on 36 lawn seed mixes 
and repair kits, assessing both 
germination and appearance 
of the grass and coverage of 
each plot at monthly intervals. 

Best overall lawn seed mix 
is Asda Multipurpose (£3 for 
500g), which the survey says will give you a great 
looking lawn. In the trial, it established quickly, 
gave a dense, finer-leaded turf, was among the 
best in terms of coverage and appearance and 
recovered well after wear-and-tear tests. 

The next highest scorer was Mr Fothergill's Bet¬ 
ter Lawn (£5.99 for 500g, available from garden 
centres), which looked good throughout the 


autumn and following spring, recovered quickly 
after the wear-and-tear tests and had produced a 
dense sward by the end of the trial. 

For those just repairing their lawn, the research¬ 
ers recommend Miracle-Gro Patch Magic (£9.99 
for 1kg, Tesco), which worked exceptionally well 
in the trial and established 
quickly. The plastic shaker con¬ 
tains coir and fertiliser with very 
little grass seed. The coir shows 
where you've scattered it and 
indicates where it needs water¬ 
ing. The grass is fine-leaved and 
green, but didn't cope as well 
with wear-and-tear as other 
recommended lawn seeds. 

Other recommended lawn- 
seed mixes include Wilko 
Multipurpose with ryegrass (£6 
for 750g, Wilkinson), which 
produced tough grass with 
a good density throughout the trial, and Verve 
quick Start (£3.98 for 500g, B&Q) which was one 
of the first in the test to germinate and complete¬ 
ly cover the ground. 

If you are sowing a new lawn, you'll need to dig 
over the area thoroughly to allow free drain¬ 
age, removing stones and weeds as you go, then 
incorporate organic matter such as compost or

well-rotted manure. On heavy clay incorporate 
sharp grit and organic soil conditioner. On light 
soils just incorporate the organic matter. 

Firm the ground by laying a plank of wood on 
it and walking over it several times. Then move 
the plank across the site until the whole area is 
firmed, but not compacted. 

Next rake the area to produce a fine 'tilth' on 
which to sow the seed. You may need to rake re¬ 
peatedly until the ground is level and the surface 
is crumbly. 

Make sure you buy good quality grass seed 
which is the current season's stock and choose 
the type to suit your needs. A lawn for a family- 
friendly garden may include a mixture of dwarf 


perennial ryegrasses to withstand heavy use, 
while a lawn just to look upon might be a mixture 
of fine tufted grasses. Always follow the instruc¬ 
tions on the packet about seed distribution 
and don't be tempted to sow more thickly than 
recommended. 

To repair your lawn, loosen the soil in the bare 
patch with a fork, scatter grass seed and fertiliser 
over the area and rake lightly to work the seed 
into the soil. Water if it's dry and cover with net¬ 
ting or fleece to keep off birds.

The RAC introduces a universal 
spare wheel for tyre changes 


FOLLOWING a rise in the number of 
manufacturers that fit emergency 
tyre inflation kits instead of spare 
wheels, the RAC has introduced a 
’universal’ spare wheel to handle 
call outs for unfixable punctures. 

Many cars now come with a tyre 
inflation kit as standard, as this 
saves a significant amount of weight 
and therefore helps overall C02 
emissions. But some punctures or a 
complete blow-out can’t be fixed 
with the tyre sealant systems. 

According to the RAC, in the 12 
months up to August 2012, it 
responded to 87,000 breakdowns 
involving a puncture on a vehicle 
with no spare, and in the 12 months 
ending in August 2013 this 
increased to approximately 120,000. 

However the RAC claims its 
’universal’ spare wheel, which fits 
the majority of cars that don’t have 
a spare wheel fitted as standard, is 
the answer. 


Developed with specialist 
manufacturer Dynomec working in 
partnership with tyre expert ATS 
Euromaster, the five-stud, 17-inch
